WASHINGTON, March 8.—() 
President Roosevelt, obviously 
-disquieted, demanded today that 
the embattled directors of the Ten- 
nessee Valley Authority justify 
their bitter charges and counter- 
charges, if they can. 

Stepping directly into the row 
between Chairman Arthur E. Mor- 
gan, on the one hand, and Vice 
‘Chairman Harcourt Morgan and 


‘Director David Lilienthal, on the 
‘other, he announced that he had 
called all three into a conference 
to be held in his office on Friday. 

Grimly and emphatically, he 
told reporters that he would. de- 
mand proof of the charges of bad 
faith that have been flying back 
and forth between the two factions 
and added that he wanted facts, 
not opinion; nothing but facts. 

Three Developments. 

Three additional developments 
in conection with the TVA row oc- 
curred during the day. 

Senator Norris Independent, 
Nebraska, author of the TVA act, 
told the senate that “intense jeal- 
ousy” had led Chairman Morgan 
to make angry charges. against 
Lilienthal and Harcourt Morgan.

MOSCOW, March 8.—(/)—Gen- 
rikh G. Yagoda, secret police chief 


who “wanted to become a Russian 
Hitler,” faced the Moscow treason 
trial court tonight and pleaded 
“full guilt” in four medical mur- 
ders. 

He admitted ordering the death 
of his predecessor in office and 
trying unsuccessfully to poison Ni- 
kolai Yezhoff, present secret po- 
lice chief. He also testified he had 
sent $100,000 to Leon Trotsky, 
exiled former Soviet leader. 


The gray-faced, broken man 
had retracted partly his pretrial 
confession, but after a recess in 
which he was taken back to pris- 
on-he repudiated the retraction. 

Foreigners Puzzled. 

His retraction of his previous 
denial, like that of N. N. Kres- 
tinsky on the second day of the 
trial, puzzled foreign observers. 

Yagoda, who’ was the: most- 
dreaded head the Soviet secret 
police has known, and who knows 
all of its methods, kept silent on 
his reasons. 

In his testimony at the morn- 
ing session he admitted he had 
ordered the overdose deaths of 
Maxim Gorky, famed Russian 
writer, and Valerian V. Kuibi- 
sheff, chief of the first five-year 
plan. 

Then, however, he denied he 
had ordered the medical murders 
of Maxim Pechkoff, Gorky’s son, 
and Vyacheslaff Menzhinsky, his 
own predecessor as secret police 
chief. 

Admits Testifying Falsely.

Whipping Posts for Criminals 


“Opposed by Public in Survey 


Gallup Survey Shows Lashes Given to Baltimore Wife- 
Beater Do Not Meet With General Approval,

NEW YORK, March 8.—The 
flogging with a cat-o’-nine-tails 
administered last week to a Balti- 
more printer convicted of beating 
his wife has reawakened public in- 
terest in the whipping post as a 
means of punishing criminals. 


This ancient practice, although 
legal in two states, Delaware and 
| Maryland, and still widely used in 
|England, is condemned by a ma-

Public Opinion survey. Voters ob- 
ject to whipping with the “cat” on 
the ground that it is brutal and in- 
effective in stopping crime, al- 
though a substantial minority think 
it is excellent punishment for cer- 
tain types of offenders. 

Two Questions Asked. 

The survey, which reached a 
scientifically-selected cross-section 
of voters in every state, asked two 
questions. The first was: “Would 
you be in favor of restoring the 
whipping post as a means of pun- 
ishing certain types of criminals?”

The second question asked: 
yes, what types of criminals?” 

Sex offenders were mentioned 
by the largest number of voters, 
with wife beaters and habitual 
drunkards listed next. Thieves, 
petty criminals, juvenile offenders 
and “repeaters” who fail to be 
cured of crime by ordinary prison 
sentences were also named. 


Women voters were found to be 
substantially more opposed to 
whipping posts than men.

Lashings were also revived in 
one judicial circuit of Virginia last 
October when Judge Benjamin 
Haden allowed . the plaintiff to 
whip a convicted offender. Sev- 
eral leading Virginia newspapers 
approved the sentence. 

Many penologists point 
however, that punishments by dis- 
grace depend for their effect on 
the compactness of the village or 
community. They claim that the 
development of big cities has de- 
stroyed the intimate community 
bonds which were the basis of me- 
dieval punishments by means of 
the whipping post, the stock, the 
pillory and other forms of dis- 
grace. The famous British nayal 
practice of “flogging through the 
fleet,” by which an offender went 
from ship to ship receiving lashes 
for his crime, was aboiished many 
years ago.

A Quiet City. 

Here was a city of more than 
4,000,000 ‘people quiet and listen-— 
ing to a speech.

All 
the movie houses were closed, but 
each _ provided a_ loudspeaker 
broadcast of the speech at the or- 
ders of the government. Cafes 
were jammed and each had its 
loudspeaker.

Hitler’s voice, strong and arro- 
gant, was heard for more than 
three hours. It probably was his 
most belligerent speech. In it he 
condemned free speech and par- 
ticularly a free press. He did not 
understand, he said, a government 
which permits a press to express 
its opinions. 

Hitler has done much for Ger- 
many. He has few unemployed. 
He is building great roads, bridges, 
and many buildings. He undoubt- 
edly has given the average Ger- 
man new morale and a new spirit. 
He has made them extremely na- 
tionalistic, even to the point of be- 
ing ridiculous in their nationalism. 

Power Through Brutality. 

He has come to power through 
ruthless killing, brutality and a 
complete disregard for the civil- 
ized qualities of mankind. He 
actually does not understand a 
free people with free speech and 
a free press. | 

He is stronger now than ever, 
before. He and the Fascist coali-| 
tion would not hesitate to attempt | 
conquest of any nation they be-| 
lieved they could defeat.

Democratic countries must bind 
themselves closer together and 
“exercise the utmost vigilence and 
care” if they are to defend them- 
selves against aggression by dic- 
tator nations, F. Trafford Taylor, 
president of Kiwanis Internation- 
al, declared here yesterday. 

He addressed a meeting of the 
Atlanta Kiwanis Club before go- 
ing to Warm Springs for an as- 
sembly of 54 Georgia clubs today. 

Taylor stressed the need for 
closer co-operation between the 
United States and Canada as well 
as nation-wide support of churches 
in their spiritual aims.

The commission said the rail- 
roads could apply the new rates 
on ten days’ notice, but must put 
them into effect by July 1. 

Chairman Walter M. W. Splawn,

0B CUTS PLANNED 


IN REVENUE OFFICE 


Commissioner Hopes for 
$165,000 Saving and In- 


creased Efficiency. 


A sharp cut in the personnel of 
the State Revenue Department, as 
a move to keep the cost of tax 
collections within the 1 per cent 
allowed by the reorganization act, 
will be made soon, Revenue Com- 
missioner T. Grady Head said yes- 
terday. 

After conferring with Governor 
Rivers, Commissioner Head said 
he hoped to achieve a saving of 
about $165,000 a year’ through 
economies, as well as to increase 
tax collections about $800,000 by 
more careful enforcement. 

Enforcement and_ collections 
previously cost approximately 
21-2 per cent of the gross amount 
of taxes, he said.

He add- 
ed he had inaugurated a series of 
classes for revenue department 
employes, preparatory to holding 
qualifying examinations. He said 
those dropped from the payrolls 
would be the least efficient em- 
ployes. 

Some of the present employes 
are to be transferred to enforce- 
ment of the liquor, intangibles and 
rolling store divisions, the com- 
missioner said, if they are able to 
qualify. 

The first qualifying examina- 
tion is scheduled for Saturday.
